Since then he has 

had letters from the ranche, which state that 

the herders were at work without ‘over- 

coats, and many of them infact in their 

shirtsleeves, Tho cattlo often remain away all 

winter, and come in or are tound fat and 

sleek and in prime condition, fit in fact to 
make Christmas beef of. When Mr. Stim- 
son left there were about 700 head, and 
there were 3,000 expected in from Montana 
and 1,000 from British Columb The lat- 
ter were to be glriven over the Rockies, 
through the Kootenay pass, Of the British 
Columbia cattle Mr. Stimson has the very 
highest opinion. He says that on the whole 
they are finer and better than the ordinary 
ran of Canadian cattlo. ‘The present lot are 
all young steers, though those in the ranche 
when he left and those coming in from Mon- 
tana are chiefly young heifers and cows. With 
the herd there are a number of thoroughbred 
bulls of the Hereford and Polled Augus breed 
taken out from Canada, 

In addition to cattle-raising it is the in- 
tention of the company to take out shortly 
a large lot of carefully selocted mares and 
stallions, the country being in every way 
suitable for the purposes of horse-breedin 
According to past experience it is intimated 
that the cattle will show an increase in the 
ranche of about 80 per cent. per annum, As 
an evidence of the magnitude of this west- 
ern cattle business, it may here be said 
that last year from Ogalala, on the Laramie 
plains, over 40,000 head of cattle were 
shipped from one station, and 150,000 head 
were sent from Texas. The stock on the 
western plains is estimated to be worth$15,- 
000,000. 

Mr, Stimson has no hesitation in saying 
that our plains are far superior to those in 
the United States. While the latter are in 
many places dry and hard, badly watered, 
and soon wear out, oura are well watered, 
well sheltered, and yield food ofa better and 
more nutritious character. In addition to 
this the Canadian system of letting the lands 
is beyond all doubt better than the American 
system, In the United States land is com- 
mon; anyone can herd it, and thé result is 
that when the cattle exhaust one district 
they are driven to another, whether it be 
ocoupied by anyone else or not; and the only 
revenue the American Government receives 
comes from atax of so much per head on 
thé cattle. On the other hand, in Canada 
the land is leased direct from the Goyern- 
ment for grazing purposes, the boundaries of 
each ranche being clearly defined, ‘Thus one 
man cannot encroach on his neighbor's run, 
and the holder of each is interested in loo! 
ing well after his property. 

In addition to the North: West Cattle Com 
pany, in the same district, the Cochrane 
cee will shortly have on their ranche 
8,000 head, and the Winder Company 1,500 
head, Captain Stewart is putting on 3 
hend of cattleand 400 horses, and a Nova 
Scotia Company 3,000 head, With respect

If the right to lay mains under the 
streets be granted to any particular electric.

|company should, therefore, be given these 
powers. lor years we have regretted that 
the supply of gas has been in the hands of 
private companies. These companies have 
| been allowed to charge rates to secure 
them anct ten percent. profit on outlay, 
jand they have enjoyed a monopoly. Tie 
| consequence has been that the outlay has been 
| reckless, that revenue has been squandered 
becanse there has been no control over it,and 
| that the companies and their officials have 
}regarded their customers uiuch as a feudal

Queen. 


Attempted 


Late on the afternoon of Thursday, 
| March 2, as the queen, with the Prin- 
| cess Beatrice, was entering her carriage 
jat the railway station to drive to the 
castle, she was fired at by ay in the 
erowd, happily without harmful result 
|The queen arrived at Windsor at 3:25 
}p.m. She had been in London since 
Tuesday, where sho gave a drawing- 
room on Wednesday in honor of the 

ess Helena of Waldeck, who is to 
| marry Prince Leopold. On arriving at 
| Windsor io ber usuul special train, her 
majesty descended from it at the station, 
where her carriage was in awaiting to 
convey her to the castle, Tho railway 
station at Windsor is a small and unpre 
tentious building, and except on extra- 
ordinary occasions and by special orders 
ho precautions are tukeo to prevent the 
public from entering the station or the 
}yurd which sorrounds it. Tho usual 
crowd of sight seers and others was as 
sembled at and around the station, wait- 
ing to catch a glimpse of the queen. 
Her train on its arrival stopped on the 

t hand side of the station, and her 
| miujesty, accompanied by ber usual ut 
tendants, stepped upon the platform, 
entered the room reserved for her use at 
the station, and in another moment 
emerged from the opposite door and ad- 
Vauced to where her carriage was wit- 
ing for her. A little crowd stood neur, 
jand among them was a man with the 
appearance of a laborer out of work or 
a tramp, Just as the queen crossed the 
pluttorm and was about to step into the 
carriuge, this wan suddenly pushed his 
way to the front of the spectators, drew 
a pistol from his breast, pointed it io 
the direction of the queen, and fired. A 
| shout of horror went up from the spec- 
| tutors, and the mao was immediately 
|seized and disarmed, The shot was 
harmless ; it touched neither her majesty 
vor anyone else. Judging by the re- 
port of the pistol, it did not seem 
| hevyily loaded. There was a moment 
jof wild confusion and agitation, but the 
‘people, perceiving that the quecn was 
unharmed, speedily became comparative: 
ly calm. " The composure of the queen! 
| was unbroken. She stood for a moment | 
looking at her would-be assassin in the, 
hands of his captors, aud with a fuce 
that had not even blanched she bowed | 
majesticully to the people on» her right} 
and jeft, entered her carriage; and was 
driven to the castle amid the enthusias- 
tic cheers of the populace. The noise 
of the shot was very slight, and the) 
queen did not hear the explosion. She 
only learned what had happened from 
the excited ladies-in-waiting and the 
commotion in the crowd. She was per 
fectly possessed, and sent back to the 
station as soon as she arrived at the 
castle to hear if anyone in the crowd 
was hurt. 

The would-be asgassin tarned out to 
be a clerk out of employment, named 
McLean, and is generally supposed to 
be a Innatie,

Tn regard to the cost per head for school 
population, Massachusetts again, takes the 
lead, paying no less than $16.43 each for 
the education of her children. The other 
states named range from $7.39 down to 
$5.70, and Ontario's figures are 35.76, Here

What Can bo Scon With a Small Tele- 
scope. 


The curiosity to see the heavenly bodies 
through great telescopes is so wide-spread 
that we are apt to forget how much can be 
seen and done with small ones. The fact is 
that a large proportion of the astronomical 
observations of past times have been 
made with what we should now regard as 
very small instruments, and a good deal of 
the solid astronomical work of the present 
time is done with meridian circles the aper- 
tures of which ordinaryily range from four to 
eight inches, One of the most conspicuous cx- 
amples in recent times of how a moderate- 
sized instrument may be utilized is afforded 
by the discoveries of double stars made by 
Mr. S, W. Burnham, of Chicago. Provided 
with a little six-inch telescope, procured at 
his own expense from Messrs. Clark, he has 
discovered several hundred double stars so 
difficult that they had escaped the scrutiny 
of Macdler and the Straves, and pained for 
himself one of the highest positions among 
the astronomers of the day engaged in the 
observation of these objects. It was with 
this little instrument that on Mount Ham- 
ilton, California—the site of the future great 
Lick Observatory—he discovered ory sight 
new double stars which had remained unno- 
ticed by all previous observers. 

First among the objects which show beau- 
tifully through moderate instruments stands 
the moon. People who want to see the 
moon at an observatory generally make che 
mistake of looking when the moon is full, 
and asking to see it through the largest tele- 
scope. Nothing can then be made out but 
a brilliant blaze of light, mottled with dark 
spots, and crossed by irregular bright lines, 
The best time to view the the moon is near 
or before the first quarter, or when she is 
from three to eight days old. The last 
quarter 1s of course equally favorable,so far 
as seeing is concerned, only we must be up 
after midnight to sec her in that position. 
Seen through a three or four inch telescope, 
a day or two before the first ined about 
half an hour after sunset, and with a magni- 
fying power between fifty and one hundred, 
the moon is one of the most beautiful objects 
in the heavens, Twilight softens hor radi- 
ance, 80 that the eye is not dazzled as it will 
be when the sky is entirely dark. ‘The gen- 
eral aspect she then presenta is that of the 
hemisphere of beautiful chased silver carved 
out in curious round patterns with a more 
than human skill. . If, however, ore wishes 
to seo the minute details of the lunar surface 
in which many of our astronomers are now 
so deeply interested, he must use a higher 
ingle power, The general beautiful 
effect ia then lessened, but more details are 
seen. Still, it is hardly necessary to seek 
for a yory large telescope for any investiga 
tion of the lunar surface, 1° very much 
doubt whether any one haw secn ‘anything 
on the moon which could not be made out in 
aclear, steady atmosphere with a six-inch 
telescope of the first class.

It is nearly one year since John Gyumber 
achieved fame as tho sleeping Hungarian.

He was consider- 
ably shaken up, but sustained n@ serious in- 
jury. After this little episode he reaumed 
his sleep, and without once opening his eyes 
slept four weeks longer. In the early part 
of June be opened his eyes and kept them 
open for two days. Then he again assumed 
his somnolent condition,and for three weeks 
slept the sleep of the righteous. One Sun- 
day, about this time, a young lawy.r of Al- 
lentown visited the institution and John 
awoke, The lawyer carried a buttonholo 
bouquet which he handed tothe sleeper who 
took it and exclaimed “I thank you.” No 
soonor had he uttered the words than he be- 
yan to crv bitterly. ‘The attendant who 
Could speak John's language, then plied him 
with questions, but only one did he answer 
and said in his native tongue, “e cannot 
speak the Hungarian, but the Sclavonic 
language.” ‘This is all that could be got out 
of Gyumber. He remained awake for sover- 
al days, whon he fell asleep again. At in- 
torvala of several days he awoke and fell 
asleep until the latter part of August, when 
he awokein good carnest and related the 
atory of his life, After his awakening, Frank 
Laskowski, of Philadelphia, took Gyumber 
into his own family, where he received the 
most attentive treatment. He recovered 
hlowly, and in several weeks was able to as- 
sist Mr, Laskowski at his trade of upholster- 
jug. John continued in Mr. Laskowski’s 
family for several months and mado himself 
useful in many ways. Finally he improved 
go much that he felt ablo to support himself 
and he therefore went to work in tho Allen- 
town Rolling Mill, where he now has employ. 
ment, Ho works steady,is a good hand,and 
earns fair wages. He has regained his form 
and is as straight as an arrow, Those who 
saw him soyeral months ago would hardly 
recognize him, 80 greatly 1s he changed, Hin 
momory is still dofective, but is gradually 
improving.

Pink Eyo in Horses, 


Dr. C. K. Page writes to the editor of the 
Boston Medical and Suryical Journal as fol- 
lo 


hia clisease in horses is one of the yariet- 
ies pf catarrhal or influenza colds, so-called 
‘prevalent in this climate among human be- 
ings, and springs from the saine cause,name- 
ly, excessive, over frequent, or otherwise 
injudicious eating. ‘The custom of working 
or exercising horses directly after cating; of 
feeding them directly after hard work, ‘and 
before they are thorcughly rested; baiting 
at noon, when both these violations of a 
natural law are committed; these are the 
p wlisposing causes of pink eye, and of most 
iseases that afflict our horses, The syhip- 
toms denominated pink eye are not indicative 
of dangerous disease, unless feeding is kept 
up; but ifit is, then pneumonia, which is 
merely an aggravation of the original dis- 
ease is very likely the result, Keep the 
horse quiet, dry, warm, and in a pure atmos- 
phere, The nearer ont-door air the better, 
and stop his feed entirely at the first symptom 
of disease, and he will speedily r r. AB 
prevention is better than cure, horsemen 
will do well to heed the hint here given and 
keop theit creatures from contracting this 
or any otherailment. It has been demon- 
st ated in tens of thousands of case fami- 
ly life, that two méals are not only ample for 
the hardest and most exhaustin bors, 
physical or mental, but aleonetine Bests The 
same thing has been fully proved in hun- 
dreds of instances with horses,and has never 
in a single instance failed, after a tair trial, 
to work the best results. 

An hour's rest at noon is vastly more re- 
storing to a tired animal, whether horse or 
man, than a meal of any sort, although the 
latter may prove more stimulating. The 
morning meal given, if possible, early 
enough for partial stomach digestion before 
the muscular and nervous systems are called 
into active play; the night meal offered long 
enough aftér work to insure a rested condi- 
tion of the body; a diet liberal enough but 
never excessive ; this ia the law and gospel of 
hygienic diet for either man or beast, If it 
be objected that these conditions cannot al- 
ways be fully met in this active work-a-day 
world, Ireply, let us meet them as nearly 
as possible.

Mr, Gladstone, having a large family to 
provide for, none of whom have married 
money, prudently sold the lease of his beau- 
tiful house in Carlton House terrace, some 
years ago, and removed to Harley street, 
where his rent would be half of that of the 
house he left. Before leaving Carlton ter- 
race he sotd his ceramic collection. He now 
lives in London, in the official residence of 
the First Lord of the Treasury. It isan old- 
fashioned mansion of the ordinary eighteenth 
century London pattern, in Downing street, 
but was greatly rehabilitated and improved 
for Lord Beaconsfield, Mr. Gladstone re: 
ceived from his father a fortune of $500, 
000. The old Baronet gave his younger sons 
most of their portion in his lifetime. He 
died very rich. Much of his success ho 
owed to thiscountry. At the instance of 
Sir Samuel Scott & Co., he came here on 
very important commercial business for 
them, and formed connections which were 
subsequently of great value to himself in 
his Liverpool business, in which his second 
son, Robertson, succeeded him. Mra, 
Gladstone had some fortune, but her money 
—and a good Weal of her husband's was 
sunk in disastrous mining investments, en- 
tered into with her late brother, Sir Stephen 
Glynne, At his death Mrs, Gladstone, as 
his eldest sister, succeeded to the Haward- 
on Castle estates, which are put down in the 
Parliamentary return at £18,000 a year, 
hut, probably owing to various charges upon 
them, expense of management, and bad 
years, have not brought ina net incane of 
more than a third of that sum. Mr. Glad- 
stone's three brothers, of whom but one, Sir 
Thomas, survives, were all very affluent. 
One of the daughters of his brother, Capt. 
Gladstone, married the Earl of Belmore, and 
another is wife, of the Dean of Durham. 
Mr. Robertson Gladstone alone of the bro- 
thers shared the Premier's political views,

In breeding poultry, no matter whether 
they are the high-priced thorough-bred 
stock or not, the main idea with all js usual- 
ly one of profit, and the proper way to com- 
mence as well as carry it out, is to try to| 
make a fair profit, even if all the surplus | 
stock is sold in the open market at ordinary | 
fowl-meat prices, and not at the usual ad-| 
vanced rer obtained for fine, pure-bred | 
stock. Where this is done, there is rarely, | 
if ever, any reasonable cause for dissatisfac- 
tion. Where a person has the conveniences, 
there is no Way in which ax much profit can 
be made from poultry as breeding extra 
early spring chicks, those which are ready 
to market with early Asparagus, and weigh 
from two to four pounds per pair or more 
There is blways a large demand for these | 
young “broilers,” and at prices which aro | 
not merely entirely satisfactory to tho | 
breeder, but astonishing to those who are 
now to the business.

other liquid having a great affinity for oil 
and capable of evaporating at a low temper- 
ature, Bisulphide of carbon is, however, to 
be rralstees on account of its cheapness. 
It should completely saturate the cotton con- 
tained in a yessel and run off with the oil or 
grease of the waste into a suitable recepta- 
cle, where the mixture is subjected to the 
action of the heat. ‘The bisulphide of car- 
bon is evaporated and condensed ‘80 that it 
may be used over again, while the oil and 
greasé serve admirably for printers’ ink,and

Deacon Smith says: ‘Only farmers with 
a good range should undertake to raise this 
crop. On small farms, with near neighbors, 
they interfered very much with cultivated 
crops, and not infrequently lead to neigh- 
borhood feuds. But on my farm of 220 
acres, and with a range of thirty acres of 
woodland, largely stocked with’ oak and 
chestnut, I consider them one of the most 
profitable crops I can raise. T hold to brood- 
ing from tho heaviest stock I can get, and 
asa rule prefer to use two or three-year-old 
hens. I bred two years ago from 
a two-year-old cock weighipg 42Ibs,, and 
the present season from oue of his chicks 
that weighed lbs, when he was ten 
month#old, The best of my hons weighed 
94 lbs, I weighed several of my young 
birds last November, when about six months 
old, and found young cocks weighing 22 lbs. 
and hens weighing from 15 to 191bs, ‘They 
had not been fattened, and were not ready 
for market. I find on reference to my note 
book, that the turkey crop has paid fairly. 
I havo usually left from eight to cleven hon 
turkeys for breeders, and havo raised from

In effect thousands of great and 
smull bets have been made that in a 
short time Northwest lands will be run 
up to high prices. The probability is 
| that a large proportion of the money 
| thus wagered will be lost by the gam- 
blers. That the crash may come soon is 
almost desirable. The longer the period 
| of inflation lasts the greater will be the 
damage to the community, Many who 
|have been drawo into the whirl of 
speculation would escape with a valua- 
ble lesson if an and w soon put to 
their hopes of going without work ; 
whereas a continuance of the inflation 
till draw on further those who profit at 
first,and reader them unfit for the hard 
duties that ruia will lay on them, It 
is not in Northwest property eply that 
the gambling spirit works. Speculation 
in stocks is rife; hundreds’ of small men 
huve their all ed at the meroy of 
the “ bulls” or “ bears” of New York.| 
In the meantime money for legitimate 
enterprises is by no means easy to ob- 
tain, and the creation of wealth by work 
grows less and Jess attractive. 

It is almost hopeless to expect to re- 
strain the ‘actual gamblers, but many 
who haye not yet plunged may listen to 
the voice of warning. Mr. Muacdonnell 
has spoken in season. It is deeply to 
be regretted that from some other pal- 
pits the note that he has uttered cannot 
be repeated without causing u derisive 
laugh at the inconsistency of their oc- 
cupants.— Globe.

Teachers’ Salaries, 


The female teachers employed by the 
Toronto school board are auturally dis- 
appointed at the action of that body 
with regard to their salaries. They 
had been led to expect that they would 
receive a yeasonable increase to their 
nicagre sularies, but the increase granted 
is 60 trifling that it was certainly not 
worth waiting all these years for. It is 


whom there are a hundred and forty 
employed in the schools, reseived an in- 
crease of 'y, and the increase only 
amounts to $25. The question is re- 
| peatedly asked why teachers that hap- 
pet to be women should not receive for 
the same services equal pay as teachers 
who happen to be men? It must be 
conceded that the question is reully dif- 
ficult to answer. It may be said that 
m ny of the male teachers have to brivg 
up families, the aoswer to which is that 
many female teachers have to do the 
same thing. If the work of tcaching is 
as welldove by women as by men, is 
there uny reasonable excuse for paying 
women only half the salaries paid to 
nen? ‘They go through the same ex- 
aminations, and as a rule are more de- 
voted to their profession than the men, 
manyof whom muke teaching a stepping- 
|#tone to avother profession. The low- 
est salary paid to a female teacher is 
$350, which, it must be admitted, is not 
jenough to pay for her board and 
jelothes. The highest psid, even with 
the increa ranted, is $550, while the 
highest paid to male head masters is 
$1,100, and $850 to the second class 
Yet the female teachers who receive 
| 2550 teach a higher division than the 
male teachers who receive 8850—three 
hundred ‘dollars foro teashing — a 
| higher division. On the face of it this 
| is not fair, aad the only justification of.

| engineer, one doctor, and four able-bodied 
men, all thorough-bred Canadians; thus ten 
sleds would comprise sixty men. ‘hese would 
advance in order at intervals, all keeping 
the due north course, and any deviation 
would be reported by a halt from the ad- 
vance sled. All the sleds would be advanc 
in this order until a complete chain of com- 
munication was established. 

I would commence this movement about 
the Ist of December, or as soon as the ice 
formed on the more southern rivers, 
route would lic by the west coast of the 
| Gulf of Boothia to Burrow Strait, thence to 
North Devon and North Lincoln by Jones’ 
Sound, which would be frozen. At North 
Lincoln we would be distant from Cheater- 
field Inlet 786 miles, and from the Pole 780 
miles. ‘To North Lincoln we would push all 
the sleds, except seventy-cight, which wo 
would leave by relays of ton miles, all an- 
chored with signals, so as to forma completo 
chain of refuge in our rear, and it found ne 
ce would establish a system of tolo 
phone from each sled by means of tripod 
poles. This would givous daily communica 
tion with Winnipeg, end govern our dog 
transportation trains, which would be in 
constant attendence throughout the whole 
line. When this was done we would com- 
menco our advance along the third or poles 
division in the same order as before, only by 
shorter rela as we would have 122 sled- 
huta to station over 780 miles, or about six 
miles apart, so that each hut could be seen 
or reached with safety. It might be neces- 
sary to have some of these sleds constructed 
upon a boat principle, in case open water 
was reached, and could be used for tomieg 
others, as they wonld all be watertight anc 
capable of being floated, But as I do not 
contemplate finding open water this latter 
point would not offer any serious difficulty. 
The only obstacles likely to be encountered | 
are rough and irregular ice ledges, which | 
might have to be Ie 1 or tunneled in 
places. In this manner I would expect to 
overcome the whole distance from Chester: | 
field Inlet to the Pole hy the laut of July, 
1884, that being the best season for chserva- 
tions at tho Polo. The whole cost of the 
expedition in thia way, not including tho| 
telegraph line to Winnipeg City, would be 
about $70,000,

‘Those who have 
not paid attention to the returns of provious 
years will bo surprised to learn that. six 
years ago (1876) over 51 per cent. of all the 
samples of food tested in the Dominion were 
adulterated. Since then there has been o 
gradual improvement, but it seems incred- 
ible that during the past year there should 
still be found impure 25 per cent,” or one 
fourth off all specimens of food examined at 
A sin the various cities, ‘The only way to 
reduce this enormous percentage is by ‘the 
people awaking to the importance of eating 
wholesome food as well as living in whole 
some air, The articles tested by the govern- 
ment analysts include spices, bread butter, 
canned fruit, cloves, cinnamon, cocoa, 
coffee, ginger, mace, milk, mustard,nutmeg, 
pepper, potted meats, sugar candies, syrup 
and tea, Of spices 17 out of 25 were adul- 
terated, 56 out of of butter, 3 out of 22 
canned frnits, 12 out of 22 of ciunaimnon, 


11 bad and 8 doubtful out of 54 of cocoa, 41 
out of 58 of coffee, 5 ont of 12 of ginger, 
42 out of 209 of milk, 4 out of 56 of candies 
and 17 out of 80 of tea. It will be seon 
that tea, coffee and cocoa, our chict daily 
drinks, are the most impure. There can be 
no more nourishing drink used than cocoa 
and milk, yet we can speak from practical 
observation when we say that but little of 
it is really pure, The pure cil of the eacao 
has been ‘extracted and where any oil is 
found it is of some grosscr kind, such as 
lard, or in some cases sesame oil, As will 
be seen, coffee and tea fare as bad or worse, 
and wo are sorry to note in this report of 
Dr. Ellis, who seems to have donc his work 
with fearlessness and impartiality, that some 
of the largest firms in Toronto have been 
dealing most extensively in these adulter- 
terated articles. In the article of green tea 
seventeen of the samples tested from large 
houses were ‘*faced” with Prussian blue, 
while others had quantities of chromati of 
lead, gypsum, and plasterof paris. Others 
again were doctored with foreign leaves such 
as willow and stalks of other plants. Of 
the syrups tested few were genuine. Rasp- 
berry was largely made of the artificial 
extract, lemon was adultorated with 
gelatine and glucose,so also were strawberry 
and peach, while the sarsaparilla really con- 
tained no sarsaparilla but was made of 
gelatine and glucose flavored with oil of 
wintergreen, Such are the beverages 
with which our children delight to regale 
themselves, and the indulgence of which we 
fancy to be the great safeguard from stronger 
drinks. 


The British Unicorn. 


Signification of the unicorn in the British 
coat-of-arms, ete. The unicorn is described 
hy Ctesias, the Greek historian, as a native 
of India, B. C. 398. Aristotle speaks of it 
under the appellation of the India ass, B. C. 
304. Asa mythological figure the unicorn 
has since been mentioned by historians as an 
heraldicemblem. When James I succeeded 
to the crown of England in 1603 he adopted 
the figure of the unicorn to support, with 
the lion, the royal arms, the supporters of 
the Scotch arms being two unicorns, In 
early history the national emblem of Eng- 
land was the rose, of Scotland the thistle, 
of Ireland the shamrock, or three-leaved 
cloyer. When England claimed Ireland and 
Scotland, those three were united on the 
British royal shield, as we find them in the 
time of Queen Elizabeth. On a victory over 
France the symbol of France, a unic 
was also added, the unicorn wearing a chain 
to denote the subjection of France to Eng. 
land. When anew sovereign sueceeds to 
the crown he has aright to place his own 
family coat-of-armson the royal shield of 
Great Britain. Mr, MacGeorge, in his little 
book on lags,” recently published in 
Scotland, corrects the familiar lines :

Elephants Minding the Baby. 


There is nothing by any means uncommon 
or incredible In the stories which have been 
reported, says Buckland, about the children 
ot a mahout being cared for by the mahout’s 
elephant, It is always expedient to em- 
ploy a married mahout if you can, with a 
far working wife and two or three child- 
ren, ‘lhe whole family become, as it were, 
parasites to the clephant by whom they 
earn their living. It is only a question of 
degree to what extent an elephant may be

AW ENGLISHMAN ON CANADA, 


A Fedoral rarliament—Tho Finost River 
on tho Continent, 


Mr. Silvanus Trevail recently gave a lec- 
ture at St. Columb, Cornwall, on his experi- 
ences on this continent; we extract from 
tho West Briton of Truro the following: Of 
Canada tho lecturer spoke in high terms, es- 
pecially of Ontario and Montreal ; its forest 
and agricultural life was striking, and the 
scenery of the great wa' y from Niagara 
Falls to Quebec and NY © Saguenay river 
most impressive, the SI nce being, in 
Mr. Trevail’s opinion, the finest river on the 
continent. In the great North-West Canada 
posscasod tracts of the most fortilelaud larger 
than the arcas of France and Spain combin. 
od, to which immigration was now setting 
in, according to the latest accounts on the 
authority of the Deputy-Minister of Finance 
at Ottawa, of 1,000 a day. ‘Theseason had 
too far advanced to admit of his visiting 
this section of the continent, but what he 
saw in other parts of the Dominion convin- 
cod him that the moving spirit for the 
colonization and development of this part of 
the country was in no ear galosior to vas 
on tho American side, Now provincial 
parliament buildings bad just been erected 
at Quebec, and commenced at Toronto, 
which were of similar dimensions to the 
various State capitola, The Dominion or 
FedoralParliament buildings at Ottawa was 
a noble group, comprising three fo mats 
blocks, and although s9 largo, were mreac ly

from the female teachers in the city 
public schools complaining of the injas 
© done them in the matter of salaries 
mpared with their 
Jof the other sex. They think it espe- 
cially unfair that after eight long yours 
of hurd service for very small remunera 
tion their request for an increase should 
have been met with the petty advance 
| of $25 per annum From their point 
of view it seems glaringly unjust that 
the services of sccond masters should be 
thought worth $850, while thore of 
ladies performing more arduous dutics 
in higher grades are exacted for $550 
and that while the sularies of head 
musters range from $750 to 1,000, 
those of the ladies who have charge of 
much larger forms should be only from 
#350 to $550. One hundred per cent 
they naturally think too great a diffor- 
ence to be accounted for by the greater 
reaponelbilltion of manugement. 

Vo have much sympathy with the 
teachers in their feeling that there is in- 
justice somewhere, But while we have 
no wish to play the part of Job’s com- 
torters, we are compelled to point out to 
them that the blame, if blame there be, 
in such a case does not lie at the door 
of their employers. The trustees and 
council are but the agents of the people, 
and aa such would not be held blameless 
were they to pay say ove lady teacher 
$800 for doing a certain work, while 
another, or half a dozen others, equally 
competent, would gladly do it for $400. 
The ladies are quite right, so far as we 
| are aware, in claiming that their work 
is on the averuge as well done as that 
of their masculine compeera who receive 
doutle pay. Thut the former must 
possess the same quulificutions as the 
latter is guaranted by the tact 
of their being required to pass the same 
exuminatious. But there are other con- 
siderations besides the mental and moral 
qualifications which must be taken into 
the rccount. The first is the relation 
of supply to demand. So long as the 
competition is keen the salaries will rule 
low. The abundance of third-class 
teachers and those teaching on permits, 
whose qualifications are presumably very 
inferior, is an evil. We bave before ex- 
pressed our opivion that the employ 
ment of such is usually a fulse economy, 
We should be glad to see third-clusses 
eliminated altogether as fast as the cir- 
cumstances of the country will allow. 
And here the course which isin the true 
interests of teachers suggests itself. Let 
them throw their influence in favor of 
haying the standard of qualification, 
both intellectual and professional, raised 
as fast as possible. By thus improviog 
the quality and diminishing the quantity 
of the teaching talent legully eligible for 
employment, more will be done for the 
improvement of teachers’ salaries and 
the rising of the statns of the profes- 
sion in every respect than in apy other 
way.

We have 
already expressed our belief that the 
ladies on the average do their work us 
well us the gentlemen. Could they do 
the work of the head master as well? 
Perhaps so; but they have the hard- 
heuded public to convinee, as is evident 
from the almost uniform appointment of 
the Jatter, though at much lurger sular- 
ies than those at which many women 
would be ready to undertake the work. 
And then there is the other difficulty 
that will never, we presun.e, be got over, 
and that will always have ao important 
effect. Both men and women ure liable 
to marry; but while marriage reoders 
the nun none the worse teacher, it ne 
cessarily withdraws the woman from the 
work, The fuct that in the great ma 
jority of cuses the lady teacher's connec- 
tion with the profession is but tempor 
ary, and liable to be closed at any mo- 
ment, by her own act, while in the case 
of the gentleman there is no reason to 
suppose he may not muke it his life 
work, will inevitably affect Loth purties 
to the eogugemeot, There will, of 
course, be many exe ptions; but the 
lady teacher, as a rule, can scarcely give 
herself to the mastery of the profes:

The commissioners were also 
refused admittance to some factories, 
and at one of those places it was learned 
that a very sericus accideat had resulted 
to a fem: employee through unpro 
tected machinery. The employm nt of 
children in mills and factories ix on the 
increuse. Many of the childran em- 
ployed could not tell their ages. 
practice of commencing work at seven 
in the morning and continuing until 
two o'clock in the afternoon without 
rest and rofreshment is severely con- 
demned. Dangerous and unprotected 
machinery is found in common use, and 
steam engines and boilers are sometimes 
given in charge of boys and individuals 
who are wholly destitute of the know- 
ledge and experience necessary for the 
proper dischurge of their duties. Too 
free an admission of the public to fuc- 
tories is permitted, and the means of es- 
caping from fires is ofien inadequate 
In some buildings minuf cturing is car- 
ried on in busements, with damp walls 
and bad ventilution, though many of the 
larger factories are conducted on prin- 
ciples similar to those contained in the 
factory bill. Tho total number of factor- 
ies visited was 465, employing 43,511 
hands, classified as follows: Children 
under ten years, 173; children between 
ten and fourteen, 2,086; adult males, 
26,308 ; adult females, 12,735 ; married 
females, 324; ull others, 1,885. Tha 

wislative committee of the trades coun- 
cil recommended a proper supervision of 
the erection and sanitary condition of 
factories and the limitation of hours of 
labor to nine hours per day, the total 
prohibition of the employment of ochil- 
dren under twelve years, provision for 
proper means of escape in case of fire, 
the proper protection of machinery, aud 
the appointment of an efficiet inspector 
to see that the provisions of the law are 
complied with.

It was not till 10 years after the Vandal 
King had transférred, on the invitation of 
the unstable Bonifiace, his 50,000 yellow- 
haired warriors from Spain to Africa, that 
he gained possession Of that great capital.

Oct 19, 439, and wad followed by the ayste- 
matic plunder, enforced by torture, and the |

added to the devastating effects of barbarian 
pillage. The churches were forcibly trans- 
ferred from the Catholic to the 

ship, and the passions of the tyrant did not 
always suffer him to adhere to'the policy of 
abstention from the “making of martyrs,” 
which his cold-blooded pradence dictated. 
The command of the ports of Carthage and 
Bizerta opened to his maleficent ambition a 
now field of activity and destruction. His 
adventurous followers soon acquired all the 
accomplishments of ‘practical corsairs, and 
his pirate flects swept the Mediterranean 
amid the wnresisting terror of the dwellers 
on its shores. The Vandal pilots had orders 
to Steer for ‘the land that lay under the 
wrath of God,” leaving it to the winds to 
shape the corresponding course; and the 
Vandal crews never failed to justify the om- 
inons direction.

On Sunday morning last, about four 
o'clock, the wagon shop of Mr. Wm. Gay, 
Springbook, was discovered to be on fire, 
which was so far advanced that there was 
no possibility of saving anything inside tho 
building. The fire was first scen from Bird's 
hotel, the alarm baing given by Mr. Thos. 
Bird. "Tho flame was then in the west and 
north wings. The neighbors promptly 
turned out, but, as stated, there was no 
hope of saving the shop, and their efforts 
were directed towards raving Mr. Gay’s 
house, which was accomplished. In the 
shop were two’ buggies, three democrats, 
and three lumber wagons, the property of 
Mr. Gay. Three days work would have 
completed the whole, A number of custom- 
ers suffered more or less in work which was |

under repair. 


Every one o 
was ordered, which will make the loss felt 
all the more keenly. Only a small quantity 
of lumber piled outside was saved. Mr, 
Gay’s loss will be about $2,500, with an in- 
surance amounting to $1,215, How the fire 
originated is at present unknown. The 
general impression is that it was tho work 
of an incendiary, as there was no fire in the 
stove after one o'clock the previous day, 
Mr. Gay‘intends rebuilding at once. Mr, 
Jas. Forestell, blacksmith, also loses nearly 
$200, consisting of work on rigs and hard- 
Ware stored in Mr. Gay’s building. Mr. 
Charles Sanford, who was in the employ of | 
Mr. Gay, lost a splendid set of tools valued | 
at over $100. 8o dezp is the f¢gling of 
sympathy with Mr. Gay in his loss, and 
their interest in the prosperity of ‘‘the 
corners,’’ that many neighbors have volun- 
teered their services in teaming, etc., to aid 
in rebuilding, for which he requests us to 
return his sincere thanks. He expects te 
be in full blast again in about four weeks. 
On the 10th inst. Mr, P. Welch began to 
repair 4 house on his property in the 10th 
con,, and that night it was burned. As 
there had been no fire in or about the build 
ing for the past two years, people can draw 
their own conclusions.

E. Bull to the Stirling house and de- 
livered Mr, Bartlett into Mr. Bull's charge, 
ard'that Mr. Bull promised to be respon- 
sible for Mr. Bartlett's appeardtico, I simply 
write to say that this is not true. The facts 
are as follows: On the 17th ult. Mr, Gar- 
ratt came to the Stirling house and said he 
had a-warrant for Mr. Bartlett. He saw 
Bartlett'and they had an interview. Mr. 
Garratt then left’the'house and went down 
street, leaving Mr. Bartlett to where he 
chose. Mr, Bartlett then asked me to find 
Mr. Bull, as he wished to see him. I 
started down street in search of Mr. Bull 
and met him on the stroot.' I told him what 
was wanted, and ne said Mr. Garratt had 
just told hig) ‘the samo thing.
